RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This Response to Restriction Requirement responds to a Restriction Requirement that 
was mailed on October 20, 2005. The date for responding to the Restriction Requirement is 
November 20, 2005.

In response to the Restriction Requirement, the Applicants provisionally elect the claims 
of Group I, Claims 1-10, without traverse. 
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The Restriction Requirement characterizes Claims 1-10 (Group I) as drawn to "a method" 

and Claims 1 1-20 (Group II) as drawn to "a device." (October 20, 2005 Restriction Requirement, 

Page 2, Paragraph 1). The Restriction Requirement makes the following statement: 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP 806.05(f)). In the instant case device could be made by sputtering the 
titanium silicide onto the substrate. (October 20, 2005 Restriction Requirement, 
Page 2, Paragraph 2). 

The Restriction Requirement stated that the "device could be made by sputtering the titanium 
silicide onto the substrate." The Applicant accepts this statement of the Examiner and accepts 
the requirement for restriction.
